DANGER! 

Forged Certification of Worthless Checks - 




To the Cashier of the Bank Addressed: 

This circular is not intended for the public or the 
press. We respectfully suggest that every officer of 
your bank, also tellers and particularly those attend¬ 
ing to opening of new commercial accounts, be re¬ 
quested to read this circular, which should then be 
filed for ready reference in the C. B. A. Binder fur¬ 
nished for such purpose. 

A slick swindler and forger is now operating 
against California banks. He obtained $2781 on his 
first try and $3500 from his second attack. Watch 
out for him. He is going strong and will repeat. You 
can easily spot him if you carefully read this cir¬ 
cular. This is the way he operates: 

Laying the Foundation 

Obtains from a newspaper advertisement name of 
some person desiring to sell half interest in a busi¬ 
ness, patent right, or the like. Gets in touch with 
Ithis man, investigates the proposition and agrees on 
purchase price, generally about $5000. Then states 
he has large amount of money due him for sale of 
certain properties. When he has the deal lined up 
he appears with registered letters bearing name he 
has assumed for the occasion, and containing two 
or three checks drawn in his favor for large 
amounts. THESE CHECKS BEAR A CERTIFICA¬ 
TION STAMP WHICH IS A FORGERY AND THE 
CHECKS ARE 'WORTHLESS. He then asks to be 
introduced at his prospective partner’s bank. 

He is taken to the bank, introduced to an officer, 
the partnership arrangement explained. He opens a 
personal account with the certified checks, which 
total anywhere from $20,000 to $40,000. 

Applying the Finishing Touch 

Shortly after making the deposit he returns to the 
bank and presents his own check drawn against the 
new account for several thousand dollars, stating 
that money is to be used as payment for the business 
interest he is purchasing. In both instances he has 
asked for $1000 bills. The check he presents is for 
somewhat less than the purchase price and he states 
|>lin explanation that he wants to offer such amount 
lin cash to see if he can not get a better price. The 
check is cashed, and the presenter disappears. His

Further Attack Expected 

This man is a dangerous combination of con- I 
fidence man, forger and swindler. He has a scheme I 
which he has worked successfully twice in Califor- I 
nia, netting $6281. If not arrested he will try it I 
again. It may be soon, and it may be several months I 
from now. It is necessary to bear this warning con- I 
stantly in mind. Remember it is an easy matter to I 
forge certification stamp on a check. Checks bearing I 
certifications, when presented by a stranger, should I 
be treated as any other collection item—no with- I 
drawals permitted against them until their suffi- I 
ciency has been determined. Prompt use of the I 
telephone will enable you to verify the worth of I 
checks drawn on nearby banks and the telegraph I 
should be used in case of doubt when checks are I 
drawn on more distant points.

For a period of about two years there has been operating in California a forger who I 
-has proved a master at his craft. His imitations of signatures are remarkably accurate. I 
§>>■ 611 - as we know they have never been questioned. He does not stop with forgery of the I 
purported drawer’s signature, but simulates in the body of the check characteristics of I 
handwriting appearing in the signature. 



METHOD OF OPERATION 

Signatures of depositors of banks are obtained by this forger from deposit tags spoiled I 
and thrown aside in bank lobbies. After obtaining signature this forger procures blank I 
check of the bank in whose lobby he has found the spoiled deposit tag, and draws a check I 
payable to “Cash" or "Bearer," in amount ranging from $25 to $90 (his favorite amounts I 
being from $40 to $60), and then reproduces upon this check the signature on the tag. I 
These signatures appear to have been carefully traced or drawn. 

The check is then endorsed and presented direct at the bank on which drawn. As I 
endorsement this forger often used the same surname as that of the purported drawer, I 
but with different initials, and when questioned as to his identity states that he is a close I 
relative. This practice is not uniform. Sometimes he will use the name of another de-l 
positor, but with different initials, and sometimes a fictitious name.
